The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
Claim 1 is obvious over Blume et al. (EP 0983966) in view of Bomal et al (US 
5,800,608). 

Blume et al. disclose a precipitated silica containing: BET 80-180 m 2 /g, 
CTAB 80-139 m 2 /g, Al 2 0 3 <5%, Sears number 5-25 ml (abstract). Although the 
CTAB is slightly below the instant claim 1 , Bomal et al teaches a process of 
making precipitated silica containing CTAB between 140-200 m 2 /g, which 
overlaps the instant claim. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to optimize the composition, such as adjusting 
CTAB to the recited range. 
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Accordingly, the special technical feature linking the inventions, such as 
BET, CTAB, AI2O3, does not provide a contribution over the prior art, and no 
single general inventive concept exists. Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Harris Pitlick on November 3, 2008, to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being mad.
